to pay those bills

nounced the 2 p m Thursday meeting on behalf of 
the vacationing Exon He's expected to return by 
Monday Board members to convene in the gover- 
nor's Captiol hearing room are Democrats Exon 
and Peters, and Republicans State Auditor Ray A 
C Johnson, Secretary of State Allen Beermann and 
Treasurer Frank Marsh 


The next regularly scheduled meeting is Nov 


15, to set calendar 1977 tax rates. The board must 
also meet within 10 days after any regular or 
special Umcameral session But state finances 
meanwhile are in "a critical situation," Hoppner 
said 


The Exon administration asked Atty Gen 


Paul Douglas to research more expedient alter- 
natives Douglas determined the governor has the 
authority to call the extraordinary board session, 
based on a law regarding a 10% error in revenue 
projections used to set current tax rates 


Hoppner said the state exceeded that error rate 


in July, the first month of the 1976-77 fiscal year 


Peters explained that actual July deposits to 


the general fund were 88 4% of projections 


That shortage "coupled with the overall 


deterioration of revenue receipts, particularly since 
April," Peters said, "indicate the state will fall con- 
siderably short of funds necessary to meet 
legislative appropriations " 


The Revenue Department had estimated 


receipts would be as much as $517 million, the 
Legislature's fiscal staff estimated $503 million. 


"It now appears," Peters said, "that both of 


these estimates were high Tffe actual receipts will 
probably be in the $475-milhon range " 


General fund appropriations amount to ap- 


proximately $460 million and that requirement 
balloons to $480 million including the statutory 
reserve cushion 


However, it appears the state will end up more 


than only $5 million short, according to Peters, 
because the $475-milhon gross revenue projection 


win not be the net amount available It will be 
whittled down by paying out tax refunds, and 
proceeds to Lincoln, Omaha and Bellevue from the 
additional 1% sales tax those cities levy North

Peters said the Revenue Department will fur- 


nish Equalization Board members "with detailed 
figures" prior to the Thursday session, to consider 
in deciding the amount of tax rate changes 
necessary to meet dollar requirements

collection of receipts would be delayed, yet 
retroactive application would generate the money 
when the biggest pinch is foreseen, from January

Senate's Tax-Freeze Bill

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 


passed a bill Friday night that freezes 
income taxes and makes billions of 
dollars worth of changes in the taxa- 
tion of businesses and investors 


The measure, which has something 


for just about everybody, was ap- 
proved 49 to 22

Sen Carl Curtis, R-Neb, voted for 


the bill 


Most importantly, the bill would ex- 


tend through Dec 31, 1977, the in- 
dividual and business tax cuts enacted 
last year They are worth about $180 a 
year ago to a typical $15,000-a-year 
family of four 


The measure, debated by the Senate 


for nearlv six weeks, aims to simplify 
the tax-filing process while creating 
new tax breaks for college students, 
working parents, the elderly and 
housewives 


Despite a fight by a bloc of liberals, 


the bill carries a long string of tax ad- 
vantages for high-income investors 
and businesses But it would end some 
abuses of tax shelters and make it 
more difficult for the wealthy to avoid 
taxation altogether 


The bill 1$ sharply different from the 


version passed by the House last year 


As a whole, the House bill is less 


generous to high-income investors and 
businesses 


The Senate bill, however, aims to 


provide specific relief to 


-Parents of college students, by 


allowing a special tax credit for tuition 
and similar expenses, 


—Homeowners, by allowing a credit 


for certain energy-conservation im- 
provements, 


-Working parents, by simplifying 


and liberalizing tax benefits to offset 
the costs of child-care expenses A less 
generous provision is in the House bill 


—Housewives, by launching a 


program that eventually could lead to 
federally subsidized pensions for 
spouses who do not work outside the 
home 


As far-reaching as those provisions 


are. the long Senate battle was fought 
not over such benefits but over tax 
breaks for investors and businesses 


Sen Russell B Long, D-La. and a 


majority of his tax-wntmg Finance 
Committee wrote into the bill a series 
of tax breaks designed to attract in- 
vestment in American business 


Sen Edward M Kennedy, D-Mass, 


leading the opposition, criticized 
many of those incentives as an un- 
warranted dram of tax dollars 


In virtually ever> case. Long won 
One of the rare exceptions came on 


Fndav when the Senate voted 43 to 39 
against a Long proposal that would 
have provided an additional $870 
million a year worth of tax relief for 
investors, with two-thirds of it going 
to the wealthy — persons with in- 
comes above $50 000 


The arguments on that provision 


summed up the long weeks of debate 
on the bill 


Industry fs crying out for capital, 


Long said "These investment needs 
can be met only by increased private 
savings." he added "This, m turn,

The proposal, replied Kennedy, "is

At least half of the $50,000 in consulting con- 


tracts held by his firm will end up as corporate

That individual. Glenn E Vollmer, said that 


he did $2.000 worth of design-engineering 
work for Longsdorf m 1974, $3,000 worth in 
1975 and $4.000 worth so far in 1976

Paid By Corporation 


The amount, however, was apparently paid 


bv the corporation The county treasurer's of- 
fice contains no record of those bills being 
paid from public money 


The complexity of the relationship between 


Longsdorf. Hartsock, the local RTSD and the 
CRRC firm also shows in the phone bill for 


suite 1711 in the First National Bank Building 


Hartsock shares the suite, a secretary and a 


telephone number with the local RTSD and 
therefore Longsdorf 


In deciding, for example, who owed what 


for the month of June a decision bad to be 
made on which long distance calls were to be 
billed to the RTSD, which to Hartsock and an 
attornev who formerly worked with him, and 
which to the CRRC 


The phone bills show that CRRC apparently 


paid its own telephone long distance calls and 
interest, but did not pay any of the fixed cost 
for the local telephone service 


The complexity of the relationship is also 


shown by the monthly lease payments 
Keiords on file in the county treasurer's office 
show that Hartsock and the RTSD (tax money)

Plane Crashes 
Into 3 Houses 


CHICAGO (AP) - A World 
War II B25 bomber, converted 
for civilian use, caught fire after 
takeoff and crashed into three 
homes, killing two persons and 
injuring three others Friday, 
authorities said. 
A police official tentatively 
identified the dead as the pilot 
and an instructor. 
One of the injured was a 
woman who was found buried 
under a kitchen stove amid the 
debris in her back yard. The 
others were a neighbor woman 
and a fireman. 
Two minutes after the air­ 
plane took off from Midway Air­ 
port. the pilot radioed the con­ 
trol tower that he had to make 
an emergency landing, said a 
spokesman for the Federal Avia­ 
tion Administration in Des 
Plaines. 
All runways at Midway were 
cleared immediately, but. the 
plane crashed a half-mile west of 
the airport, which is surrounded 
by residential and light in­ 
dustrial neighborhoods on 
Chicago’s Southwest Side. 
Controllers and witnesses said 


they could see smoke coming 
from the plane before the crash. 
Fire Commissioner Robert 
Qumn said the two-engine craft 
destroyed two of the homes and 
damaged a porch of the third. 
Timothy Kouba, 13. said he 
was playing with friends in a 
park behind an elementary 
school near the airport when he 
saw the plane approaching. The 
plane snapped off th£ top few 
feet of a flag pole by the school, 
then struck three single-family 
homes. 
i was playing fast-pitch 
baseball and the plane was com­ 
ing in and the lower part of the 
plane was on fire. You could 
clearly see that one engine (the 
left i was completely stopped and 
the other was so covered with 
smoke you couldn't see. I told 
my friends to get down because 
it might hit the school Instead, 
it hit the houses,. and I saw a 
big ball of fire as it exploded. I 
turned in the alarm for the fire."

workers was unemployed in January. But 
since the labor force is steadily growing, the

** The latest increase would appear to make 
it difficult for the administration to achieve 
fls forecast of reducing unemployment to 
less than 7' I by the year's end. However, 


White House Press Secretary Ron Nessen 
said administration analysts believe the 
forecast will hold up. 


The overriding factor in the July report ap- 


parently was the typical post-recession 
phenomenon in which thousands of persons 
who don't seek work when the economy is in 
a tailspm begin making the rounds of per- 
sonnel offices. 


John W. Kendrick, chief economist for the 


Commerce Department, contrasted the near- 
ly 700,000-person increase in the job force 
during July with an average gain of about 
200,000 in recent months. 


But theYe were apparently some other fac- 


tors at work, Kendnck said, not all of which 
are fully understood yet. One question was 
raised by the fact that over half of the 2.3- 
million-person growth in the job force in the 
past year were among adult women, even 
though they make up just under a third of 
the total work force. 


In the past, the number of women entering 


the job force has been a rough indicator of 
how badly strapped family budgets are. 
Analysts feel that factor is probably still pre- 
sent to some degree in the latest surge, but 
compounded now by more basic changes in 
women's role in society. 


For whatever reason, 47.4% of all 


working-age women ate now looking for or 
holding jobs, up from 46.1% a year ago. The 
participation rate for adult men, meanwhile,

The two who were added to the 
death toll died earlier in the 
week, but had been listed as 
having suffered other diseases. 


Dr. David Sencer, director of 


the federal Center for Disease 
Control in Atlanta, agreed. "The 
epidemic has peaked and is on 
its way'out," he said at a news 
conference at the center. 


The doctors moved closer to 


knowing what the disease is not: 
it is not any type'of flu. It is not 
caused by bacteria or fungus. It 
probably is not caused by virus.

Neola, Iowa (AP) - A twice- 


weekly swimming excursion 
ended Friday with the deaths of 
three children and injury to 29 
other children and the bus driver 
when a school bus flipped over a 
bndge and crashed on its top 25 
feet below. 


"Normally, there would be 54 


kids on the bus, but a lot of them 
were at the Westfair today," said 
Neola Marshal Bill Somerville. 
Westfair is the western Pot- 
tawattamie County Fair near 
Council Bluffs. 


"A bunch of kids were strung 


out all over. Some of the win- 
dows were broken out and most 
of the kids crawled out on their 
own. They just wandered off. 
"They were in shock," said John 
Schmtker, head of the Neola am- 
bulance division and one of the 
first persons to arrive at the 
crash site, one mile north of this 
western Iowa community. 


No one knew precisely how 


many children were on board 
the bus. Schnitker explained that 
some of the children wandered 
away from the scene and walked 
to their homes. Several of those 
were taken to hospitals in nearby 
Council Bluffs by their parents. 


"Just everybody started to 


scream," said Mark Stangl, 13, 
one of four children of Mr. and 
Mrs. Eldon Stangl on board the 
bus "The bus just went off the 
road.

exist, and every president dis- 
covers that they are largely 
beyond his control." 


A president can win a specific 


fight with the bureaucracy if that 
bureaucracy is his only foe. 
Gardner said, but he can't beat 
out "hundreds of alliances in 
which the bureaucrats, sup- 
posedly under his command, 
have hidden links with Congress 
and outside lobbies that ul- 
timately control their behavior."

But 
since the labor force is steadily g rowing , the 
actual number of unemploy ed represented 
the g reatest number since 7.7 million per­ 
sons were unable to find employ ment last 
December. 


* The latest increase would appear to mak e 
it difficult for the administration to achieve 
ils forecast of reducing unemploy ment to 
ftss than 7% by the y ear's end.

White House Press Secretary Ro n Nessen 
said administration analy sts believe the 
forecast will hold up.

But thdre were apparently some other fac­ 
tors at work , Kendrick said, not all of which 
are fully understood y et. One question was 
raised by the fact that over half of the 2.3- 
million-person g rowth in the job force in the 
past y ear were among adult women, even 
thoug h they mak e up just under a third of 
the total work force. 


In the past, the number of women entering 
the job force has been a roug h indicator of 
how badly strapped family budg ets are. 
Analy sts feel that factor is probably still pre­ 
sent to some deg ree in the latest surg e, but 
compounded now by more basic chang es in 
women's role in society . 


For whatever reason, 47.4 7 o of all 
work ing -ag e women are now look ing for or 
holding jobs, up from 46.1% a y ear ag o. The 
participation rate for adult men, meanwhile, 
has fallen in the same period, from 8 1.1% to 
8 0.5%. 
The unemploy ment rate for adult women 
in July was 7.6% compared to 7.1% in June. 
Adult male unemploy ment at 6.1%, was vir­ 
tually unchang ed from 6% in June. 
Unemploy ment among heads of households 
climbed to 5.4% from 5.1%. 
Teen-ag ers and black s, the g roups hardest 
hit by unemploy ment, g ained in July , as 
teen-ag e unemploy ment fell from 18 .4% to

Neola, Iowa (AP) - A twice- 
week ly swimming ex cursion 
ended Friday with the deaths of 
three children and injury to 29 
other children and the bus driver 
when a school bus flipped over a 
bridg e and crashed on its top 25 
feet below. 
“Normally , there would be 54 
k ids on the bus, but a lot of them 
were at the Westfair today ,” said 
Neola Marshal Bill Somerville. 
Westfair is the western Pot­ 
tawattamie County Fair near 
Council Bluffs. 
“A bunch of k ids were strung 
out all over. Some of the win­ 
dows were brok en out and most 
of the k ids crawled out on their 
own. They just wandered off. 
"They were in shock ,” said John 
Schnitk er. head of the Neola am­ 
bulance division and one of the 
first persons to arrive at the 
crash site, one mile north of this 
western Iowa community . 


No one k new precisely how 
many children were on board 
the bus. Schnitk er ex plained that 
some of the children wandered 
away from the scene and walk ed 
to their homes. Several of those 
were tak en to hospitals in nearby 
Council Bluffs by their parents. 


"Jü st every body started to 
scream,” said Mark Stang l, 13, 
one of four children of Mr. and 
Mrs. Eldon Stang l on board the 
bus.

6. was injured. 
The others k illed were iden­ 
tified as Jim Gilbraith, 8 or 9. 
and Robbie Hood, 12. both of 
Neola The three who died all 
were dead on arrival at a 
hospital. 


Mrs. Dennis Nelson, whose 
sons Scott. 7, and Steve. 12. were 
on the bus. said Steve climbed 
from the wreck ag e, hitched a 
ride with a passing motorist and 
ran into his home shouting . 
"They need towels and sheets. 
The bus flipped over.” Neither 
Nelson boy was seriously in­ 
jured.

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1,000 Officials Convicted 
Cellist Dies 


Of Corruption Since 1970 


Chicago (UPI) - Assistant Atty. Gen. 


Richard Thornburgh said Friday federal 
prosecutors have won convictions of an estimated 
1,000 federal, state and local officials for corrup- 
tion in office since 1970. 


Thornburgh said the Justice Department 


Criminal Division is using immunity laws, mail 
iraud statutes and old laws against labor 
racketeering'to get convictions in difficult extor- 
tion and bribery cases. • 


But he told'Chicago's Better Government 


Association the increasing numbers of convictions 
does not necessarily mean there is more corrup- 
tion than m the past. 


"The fact is," he said, "that there have been, 


by best estimates, on the order of 1,000 federal, 
state and local public officials convicted since 
1970 of federal crimes relating to their conduct in 
oiiice 


"And these are not minor cases by any 


means." 


A spokesman in Washington said the estimate 


was a 'conservative" one based on "an informal 


checking of records" in the files of the Justice 
Department's public integrity section, created 
this year to handle all cases of corruption in of- 
fice. 


Thornburgh said that even aside from the 


Watergate cases, "the list of those corrupt public 
officials brought to the bar of justice through 
federal prosecutions is truly impressive. 


"At the federal level, for example, convic- 


tions were obtained during this period against a 
sitting vice president, a half-dozen members of 
the Congress, a number of congressional aides, a 
judge of the Court of Appeals ..." 


He said the list includes high officials of the 


Department of Housing and Urban Development 
and the Small Business Administration and "a 
whole succession of meat graders, grain inspec- 
tors, internal revenue agents and others." 


It also includes a governor, state judges and 


cabinet members, state legislators and, at the 
local level, "scores of mayors, councilmen, coun- 
ty executives and law enforcement officials," he 
said.

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Second Place A Problem 


The judgment used by recent 


Republican presidents or would-be 
presidents in choosing their vice presidents 
seems suspect. 


Republicans are not alone in the field, 


of course, but it is the second place on this 
year's GOP national ticket around which 
speculation and controversy now builds. 


To go back a ways, Dwight Eisenhower 


chose Richard Nixon (or Nixon was chosen 
for him), who was almost bumped from the 
ticket at the end of Ike's first term. Nixon 
went on to greater and worse things; main- 
ly, the wildest up and down career in the 
history of politics, capped by his resigna- 
tion to escape impeachment. Nixon in his 
first run at the White House chose Henry 
Cabot Lodge to team with him and it 
probably was his safest choice, although 
the GOP ticket lost - narrowly. In 1968, 
Nixon chose Spiro Agnew, who had to 
resign his office to escape jail. Nixon then 
chose Gerald Ford, who pardoned him and 
is now in the worst political trouble of any 
incumbent president in over SO years. 


Ford's rival for the Republican 


nomination, Ronald Reagan, stunned his 
hard-core conservative support with the 
choice of a northeastern liberal Republican 
as his running mate should he win the 
nomination.

As Reagan may sink with Schweiker, 


Ford would probably do no better with 
John Connally, upon whom speculation 
now centers. The Texan reportedly has 
been tabbed to give tfee President's 
nominating speech and Ford also reported- 
ly has asked former special prosecutor 
Leon Jaworski, himself a Texan, to check 
out Connelly's involvement in the Nixon 
scandals. 


Despite warnings from liberal and 


moderate Republicans in the Congress that 
Connally will not sell in the east and the 
north, and that he will dredge up too many 
memories of Watergate, Ford seems sold 
on Connally, as was Nixon. 


In view of Connally's shady, wheeler- 


dealer, opportunistic image, notwithstan- 
ding his acquittal, Ford might just as well 
choose Nixon to run with him.

Douglas Defends Stand 


State Attorney General Paul Douglas 


has found help in past Nebraska Supreme 
Court rulings in defending his stance that 
the State Justice Department has "a con- 
stitutional and ethical duty" to advise not 
implementing a law if there is a chance the 
courts may ultimately throw it out. 


Specifically, Douglas points to a court 


injunction that when "an act of the 
Legislature and the Constitution conflict, 
the Constitution must be obeyed and the 
statute disregarded." 


An opinion requested of the justice 


department can serve as an administrator's 
guideline until the courts determine a law's 
validity, Douglas said. 


The issue has boiled over again with 


regard to the state's new medical malprac- 
tice law, which Douglas advised the state 
insurance department not to implement on 
the grounds that it is "constitutionally 
suspect." 


Douglas's contention that ad- 


ministrators, upon the attorney general's 
advice, should forego the time and expense 
of implementing a constitutionally suspect 
law is reasonable in our opinion. 


If the Legislature can accuse the at- 


torney general of negating its powers and 
setting himself .up as a one-man Supreme 
Court, allowing that office and the 
executive branch to act band-in-hand in 
nullifying the Legislature's work, the 
Legislature can also be charged with 
passing bad law to remove itself from a 
politically pressure-packed situation. 


We'd rather not attribute bad motives 


to either branch. 


Douglas's position is sound. 
The key to clearing up such situations 


is in obtaining court tests before the effec- 
tive date of questionable legislation.

Nebraska Case Reflected In Others 


WASHINGTON - Freedom of the 


press, like all liberties, is never totally 
secure. It is a fragile thing, threatened by 
those who see the First Amendment as an 
inconvenience or an outright danger or 
something between and, sometimes, by 
the excesses of the press itself. 


So even in the best of tunes, the condi- 


tion of press freedom must be described 
as "guarded," to use the hospital term. 
That is, it isn't great but there is no 
reason as yet to call in the relatives. 


The place the press feels most en- 


dangered these days is in the courts. 
There, the threats come in twolfonns, 
both related to the constitutional conflict 
between the First Amendment, which 
says that the press shall be free, and the 
Sixth Amendment, which says that per- 
sons accused of crimes are entitled to a 
speedy, public trial by an impartial jury. 


Judges, whose primary concern must 


be the Sixth Amendment, have shown a 
growing tendency to impose restrictions 
on the right of the press to report court 
matters. They sometimes go so far as to 
ban publication of events that occur in 
open court and to issoe advance orders - 
"prior restraints" — against the publica- 
tion of certain facts and background in- 
formation. 


These orders are defended on the 


grounds that without them, the accused 
person's right to an impartial jury is 
jeopardized. The press takes the position 
that the Constitution bars prior restraint 
and that the public has a right to know 


what is going on in the criminal justice 
system. And there the issue is joined. 


* * * 
The courts also insist that, in certain 


circumstances, it is necessary for news 
people to disclose their sources of infor- 
mation. The press, of course, has a tradi- 
tion of protecting confidential sources 
even if it means going to jail. There again 
the issue is joined. 


It is in this atmosphere of continuing 


and seemingly irreconcilable conflict that 
a number of recent developments are 
worth noting. 


The most significant was the U.S. 


Supreme Coart decision of Jooe M 
striking down Ike so-catM Nebraska gag 
order. 


The Nebraska order had severely 


restricted Ike pabttcatioa of news abMt n 
sensational mnrder trial peMttof wtec* 
tion of a Jury. It pwolded, tor example. 
Out the press coott not report tkat Ike 
accused had cooleswd, aMkM|k that to- 
formation had come oot to on open 
hearing. 


In its decision, the Supreme Court did 


not ban all pre-trial press resliainU. But 
it warned judges that "prior restraints on 
speech and publication are the most 
senous and least tolerable iufiingemenU 
on First Amendment rights." 


When it was handed down, the decision 


was hailed rightly as a victory *« 
freedom of the press. Since then, to tone 


and direction have been reflected in a 
number of other developments that news 
people find heartening. 


-The U.S. Court of Appeals in Rich- 


mond struck down an order sealing court 
papers in connection with the corruption 
trial of Gov. Marvin Mandd of Maryland. 
In so doing it called the sealing of the 
papers "an unnecessary prior restraint on 
freedom of the press" and therefore a 
violation of the First Amendment In 
effect, the court was saying that a judge 
cannot seal documents to attain tne same 
ends as a gag order.

-In a Washington, D.C., libel case, a 


federal judge ruled that a corporation, 
the Martin-Marietta Corp., was a "public 
figure" as defined by libel laws. 
Therefore, the judge said, toe corporation 
could not win its nod suit against Toe 
Washington Star unless it could convin- 
ciagly prove "actual matte*," which, he 
found, it bad not done. Toe jbdge said Us 
decision advanced "the First Amend- 
ment policy of shielding the pre* from 
harassment" 
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while reporters do not have a blanket 
right to violate the secrecy of grand jury 
proceedings, in the caw in question (an 
investigation of public officials) the 
public's right to know outweighed the 
need for secrecy. 


—And in Richmond, a federal appeals 


court upheld the right of two reporters to 
refuse to testify concerning a meeting 
they had attended. The court said it was 
dismissing contempt citations because 
the information the reporters declined to 
give could have been obtained from other 
sources. It noted the danger of 
"sterilizing the sources of newsworthy 
items" by forcing such testimony. 


# * * 


All is not rosy, of course. There are 


several cases pending that news people 
find worrisome. In one, a California 
reporter has already served time for 
refusing to tell who pve him information 
in violation of a gag order ia the trial of 
Charles Manson. And in another, four 
members of the staff of the Fresno 
(Calif I Bee are facing jail for refusing to 
tell how they got information from a 
sealed grand jury transcript 


So the patient is not totally out of 


danger — and probably never will be. 
That may be all to the good. The court 
tests have value as reminders to news 
people that, like all citizens, they have 
responsibilities that go beyond the First

Demos Boosted Ford 


WASHINGTON - Now that 
Presid ent Ford appears to hav e 
the Repu blican nomination safe­ 
ly tied u p, Democrats are 
clearing their throats for the 
campaign oratory to come. They 
intend to portray him as a 
lackad aisical lead er and to con­ 
d emn him for pard oning 
Richard Nix on. 
Yet the tru th is that the 
Democrats had a lot to d o with 
catapu lting Ford into the White 
Hou se and encou raging him to 
pard on Nix on. We hav e the 
ev id ence. 
* 
After Spiro Agnew was forced 
ou t as v ice presid ent, Nix on 
wanted to appoint John Connally 
in his place. Bu t the Democratic 
lead ers in Congress mad e it clear 
the Connally cou ld n’t get con­ 
firmed , Then Nix on began to 
weigh other prospects — 
William Rogers. Melv in Laird , 
Nelson Rockefeller, William 
Scranton and ev en Ronald 
Reagan. 
Bu t it was Gerald Ford , the 
fav orite in the cloakrooms of 
Congress, who got the appoint­ 
ment. Afterward , Speaker Carl 
Albert boasted : “I think I was 
the first in Congress to tell the 
Presid ent that Jerry wou ld bp 
the easiest cand id ate to sell to 
the Hou se He’s a v ery fine man 
to work with.” 
As the first appointed v ice 
presid ent in history , Ford was 
pu t throu gh the wringer. His en­ 
tire life was inv estigated by the 
FBI Agents cond u cted more 
than 1.000 interv iews. Among 
those qu estioned were su ch 
stau nch Democrats as Senators 
Hu bert Hu mphrey , D.-Minn., 
George McGov ern, D.-S.D., Ed ­ 
mu nd Mu skie, D.-Me., Henry 
Jackson. D.-Wash., Phil Hart, 
D.-Mhch. and James Eastland , 
D.-Miss. 


In these backgrou nd FBI In­ 
terv iews, they ex pressed strong 
su pport for Ford ’s nomination. 
“Ford is a man of ex cellent 
character, possesses u n­ 
qu e stiona b le 
inte grity , 
tru stworthiness and patriotism,” 
McGov ern told the FBI on Oct 
17,19 73. Hu mphrey said he had 
known Ford since 1 Ml and con­ 
sid ered him to be honest and 


Mu skie said he d id n't know 
"any thing of an ad v erse natu re” 
abou t Ford . “He has bipartisan 
su pport in ev ery respect,” the 
senator from Maine informed 
the FBI. 
Senators Jackson, Hart and 
Eastland had equ ally nice things 
to tell the FBI abou t Ford . Ev en 
au to workers’ boss Leonard 
Wood cock, now one of the 
powers behind Jimmy Carter, 
assu red the FBI that Ford “has 
the capacity to bring a tom cou n­ 
try together.”

What these Democratic 
lead ers told the FBI in 1973 isn’t 
what they plan to say abou t Ford 
in the 1976 campaign. They in­ 
tend to make a campaign issu e, 
for ex ample, of the Nix on par­ 
d on. 
Yet two y ears ago, some 
lead ing Democrats had the same 
v iews as Ford abou t pu nishing 
the fallen Nix on. Rep. Robert 
McClory , R-Ill., a key member 
of the Hou se, Impeachment 
Committee, record ed what these 
Democrats told him. 
On Au gu st 7, 1974, ju st two 
d ay s before Nix on qu it, Hou se 
Ju d iciary Chairman Peter 
Rod ino, D.-N.J., is qu oted in 
McClory ’s d iary as say ing “that 
he d id not hav e any d esire to 
prosecu te the Presid ent bey ond 
the time of remov al from office 
or resignation and that he was 
not interested in any criminal 
prosecu tion.” 
The same v iew, accord ing to 
McClory ’s d iary , was ex pressed 
by Rep. Don Ed ward s, D.-Calif. 
“Both he and Rod ino ind icated 
that they wanted to com­ 
mu nicate this to ‘my gu y s’ (the 
Repu blican lead ership), which I 
d id this morning,” wrote 
McClory . 
Speaker Albert also told 
McClory that "resignation was 
su fficient penalty and that he 
wou ld ad v ise against any su b­ 
sequ ent criminal proceed ings in­ 
v olv ing the Presid ent.”

Americans spent more than 
$2.3 billion last y ear for resid en­ 
tial carpet. Bu t a Senate in­ 
v estigation of the carpet ind u stry 
has fou nd that the pu rchasers 
often d on’t get what they pay 
for.

^-“Su bstitu tion of Yarn: A 
somewhat inferior carpet from 
that ord ered may actu ally be 
d eliv ered . The d ifference is so 
su btle that few cu stomers are 
ev en aware of the switch.” 
- “False Deliv ery Promises: 
A cu stomer is promised a certain 
carpet within two or three 
weeks, after placing a d eposit. 
Sev eral months may pass before 
the carpet isjjeliv ered .”

Nev ertheless, Connally is

Ford can win in Nov ember 
withou t taking a su bstantial 
amou nt of ex isting Sou thern su p­ 
port away from Carter, and they 
are conv inced Connally Is the 
best bet to d o that. 
Others, howev er, think Presi­ 
d ent Ford wou ld be better off 
with a non-controv ersial figu re, 
su ch as Tennessee Sen. Howard 
Baker. Rhod es ind icated he feels 
this way . He d escribed Baker as 
a mid d le-of-the-road er who 
wou ld n't hu rt Presid ent Ford 
any where.

Nebraska Case Reflected In Others 


WASHINGTON - Freed om of the 
press, like all liberties, is nev er totally 
secu re. It is a fragile thing, threatened by 
those who see the First Amend ment as an 
inconv enience or an ou tright d anger or 
something between and , sometimes, by 
the ex cesses of the press itself. 
So ev en in the best of times, the cond i­ 
tion of press freed om mu st be d escribed 
as “gu ard ed ," to u se the hospital term. 
That is, it isn’t great bu t there is no 
reason as y et to call in the relativ es. 


The place the press feels most en­ 
d angered these d ay s is in the cou rts. 
There, the threats come in t v/o' forms, 
both related to the constitu tional conflict 
between the First Amend ment, which 
say s that the press shall be free, and the 
Six th Amend ment, which say s that per­ 
sons accu sed of crimes are entitled to a 
speed y , pu blic trial by an impartial ju ry . 


Ju d ges, whose primary concern mu st 
be the Six th Amend ment, hav e shown a 
growing tend ency to impose restrictions 
on the right of the press to report cou rt 
matters. They sometimes go so far as to 
ban pu blication of ev ents that occu r in 
open cou rt and to issu e ad v ance ord ers — 
“prior restraints” — against the pu blica­ 
tion of certain facts and backgrou nd in­ 
formation. 
These ord ers are d efend ed on the 
grou nd s that withou t them, the accu sed 
person’s right to an impartial ju ry is 
jeopard ized . The press takes the position 
that the Constitu tion bars prior restraint 
and that the pu blic has a right to know 


what is going on in the criminal ju stice 
sy stem. And there the issu e is joined . 
☆

The cou rts also insist that, in certain 
circu mstances, it is necessary for news 
people to d isclose their sou rces of infor­ 
mation. The press, of cou rse, has a trad i­ 
tion of protecting confid ential sou rces 
ev en if it means going to jail. There again 
the issu e is joined . 


It is in this atmosphere of continu ing 
and seemingly irreconcilable conflict that 
a nu mber of recent d ev elopments are 
worth noting. 


The most significant was the U.S. 
Su preme Cou rt d ecision of Ju ne 36 
striking d own the so-called Nebraska gag 
ord er. 


The Nëbraska ord er had sev erely 
restricted the pu blication of news abou t a 
sensational mu rd er trial pend ing selec­ 
tion of a ju ry . It prov id ed , lor ex ample, 
that the press cou ld not report that the 
accu sed had confessed , althou gh that In­ 
formation had come ou t in an open 
hearing. 


In its d ecision, the Su preme Cou rt d id 
not ban all pre-trial press restraints. Bu t 
it warned ju d ges that “prior restraints on 
speech and pu blication are the most 
seriou s and least tolerable infringements 
on First Amend ment rights.” 


Wheh it was hand ed d own, the d écision 
was hailed rightly as a v ictory for 
freed om of the press. Since then, its tone 


and d irection hav e been reflected in a 
nu mber of other d ev elopments that news 
people find heartening. 
-The U.S. Cou rt of Appeals in Rich­ 
mond stru ck d own an ord er sealing cou rt 
papers in connection with the corru ption 
trial of Gov . Marv in Mand el of Mary land . 
In so d oing it called the sealing of the 
papers “an u nnecessary prior restraint on 
freed om of the press” and therefore a 
v iolation of the First Amend ment. In 
effect, the cou rt was say ing that a ju d ge 
cannot seal d ocu ments to attain the same 
end s as a gag ord er. 


-A t abou t the same time, a ju d ge in 
Los Angeles refu sed to seal the will of 
William Rand olph Hearst, say ing that to 
d o so wou ld be tantamou nt to d eny ing the 
pu blic its right to know what was 
happening in probate cou rt. 


—In a Washington, D C., libel case, a 
fed eral ju d ge ru led that a corporation, 
the Martin-Marietta Corp., was a “pu blic 
figu re” as d efined by libel laws. 
Therefore, the ju d ge said , the corporation 
cou ld not win its libel su it against The 
Washington Star u nless it cou ld conv in­ 
cingly prov e “actu al malice," which, he 
fou nd , it had not d one. The fu d ge said his 
d ecision ad v anced “the First Amend ­ 
ment policy of shield ing the press from 
harassment.” 


—In Florid a, the state Su preme cou rt 
threw ou t a contempt of cou rt conv iction 
of a reporter who refu sed to d isclose a 
confid ential sou rce. The cou rt ru led that, 


while reporters d o not hav e a blanket 
right to v iolate the secrecy of grand ju ry 
proceed ings, in the case in qu estion (an 
inv estigation of pu blic officials) the 
pu blic’s right to know ou tweighed the 
need for secrecy . 


—And in Richmond , a fed eral appeals 
cou rt u pheld the right of two reporters to 
refu se to testify concerning a meeting 
they had attend ed . The cou rt said it was 
d ismissing contempt citations becau se 
the information the reporters d eclined to 
giv e cou ld hav e been obtained from other 
sou rces. It noted the d anger of 
"sterilizing the sou rces of newsworthy 
items” by forcing su ch testimony . 
☆ 
☆ 
☆ 
All is not rosy , of cou rse. There are 
sev eral cases pend ing that news people 
find worrisome. In one, a California 
reporter has alread y serv ed time for 
refu sing to tell who gav e him information 
in v iolation of a gag ord er in the trial of 
Charles Manson. And in another, fou r 
members of the staff of the Fresno 
(Calif.) Bee are facing jail for refu sing to 
tell how they got information from a 
sealed grand ju ry transcript. 


So the patient is not totally ou t of 
d anger — and probably nev er will be. 
That may be all to the good . The cou rt 
tests hav e v alu e as remind ers to news 
people that, like all citizens, they hav e 
responsibilities that go bey ond the First 
Amend ment.

Tofts Over Expansion

Approximately 44% of Nebraska's senior 


citizens aren't being served by programs ad- 
ministered through the State Commission on 
Aging. 


The commission would like to change that, 


according to Executive Director Glen Soukup, 
who proposed the creation of two additional area 
agencies to the commission during their regular 
monthly meeting Friday in Lincoln. 


Currently, six area agencies serve 102,775 of 


the estimated 183,526 senior citizens in the state. 
The creation of two more agencies would "fill in 
some of the gaps," Soukup told the commission in 
recommending the approval of funds for a 
feasability study for such action. 


But, directors of at least two of the area agen- 


cies asked the commission to consider expansion 
of existing agencies instead of creating new ones. 


Spoke For Expansion 


Soukup asked the commission to look at the 


Wayne-Norfolk-Columbus area and the Broken 
Bow area for creation of the new agencies. 
Omaha Director Laurie Robertson and Lincoln- 
Lancaster County Director Jim Zeitlow spoke for 
expansion. 


Robertson noted that area directors have 


found an adversary relationship with the board 
because of a lack of communication. Zeitlow said 
that the directors have "something to offer" in 
the way of ideas about the overall program and 
would like to have a chance to meet with the com- 
mission to plan any further action. 


Robertson said "We (the six area agency 


directors) have finally gotten our act together and 
agree to work through the proper channels to get 
things done." 


Commission member Dorothy Switzer of Lin- 


coln said that "There's never been a com- 
missioner who hasn't been approachable with 
good ideas, and I'd welcome any input from Jim 
(Zeitlow) at any time." 


Followed Hearings 


The area agency people presented their case 


following a day of hearings during which the com- 
mission approved the allocation of $1,305,01? for 
food and nutrition programs through the six agen- 
cies and $2,039,475 for other activities of those 
bodies. 


Another source of controversy which sur- 


faced early in the day-long, session was problems 
between the area aging agencies and community 
action programs in many areas. 


Jim Crisp of Fairbury, representing the Blue 


Valley community action senior program told the 
commission that his agency wasn't going to work 
with the Blue Riven aging agency in ad- 
ministering Title VD (food and nutrition) funds to 
the area's senior citizens. 


Crisp spoke of "conditions and attitudes" 


which would prevent such cooperation. When 
asked to be more specific he referred to a letter 
from a Thayer County commissioner which said 
the county board wouldn't support the actions of 
either body. 


Accepted State Flan 


In other action, the commission accepted the 


state plan for fiscal year 1977, a plan which was 
revised as recently as Thursday because of 
changing amounts of federal money. 


Soukup called the plan "ambitious" and said 


the entire program can be accomplished. 


"I assured them that the need and the 


facihties to meet it were recognizable factors in 
our reach," he said< 


During the granting of money for the Title 


VII and other programs the issue of "carry-over 
funds" was brought out. In the past the commis- 
sion has let the area aging agency keep that 
money for capital outlay or expanded programs. 


Indicated Belt Tightening 


"Indeed this commission will have to address 


itself to carry-over monies in the future," Soukup 
said in indicating that some "belt-tightening" 
may loom on the horizon. 


In addition to funding for the Eastern 


Nebraska Office on Aging, the Western Nebraska 
Area Agency, Blue Rivers, Lincoln-Lancaster, 
South Central Nebraska (Holdrege) and Midland 
Area (Grand Island-Hastings), money was also ap- 
proved for the Goldenrod Hills Community Ac- 
tion program's project rural ALIVE (Americans 
Living in Varied Environments) which serves the 
counties around Sioux City and the Nebraska In- 
dian Inter-Tribal Development Corporation 
(Macy, Wmnebago and Santee area). 


Allocations by area included (Title HI, other 


operations first; Title VH, food and nutrition):

“And no one is asking for this kind of 
law." . 
Omaha attorney Bill Craig said op­ 
ponents of such legislation are "afraid 
of (chipping) a hole in the dam,” which 
could allow later misuse or abuse of 
legal authority to deny or stop life sup­ 
port treatment. 
“ No legislator has the authority, right 
or power to terminate our life here on 
earth," Mrs. John Flynn, legislative 
chairman of the Omaha Archdiocese 
Council ofTatholic Women, told the 
senators. 
"The only solution is to make no laws 
on that subject.” 


It is a "false philosophy” which main­ 
tains that man, not God, should deter­ 
mine when life should cease, Mrs. 
Bowen said. 
“ When God's ready to take me, I'll 
go," Pamela Erett of Ralston 
suggested. 
The right-to-die legislative study was 
proposed by Sen. Roland Luedtke of 
Lincoln. 
The abortion study was proposed by 
Sen. Ernest Chambers of Omaha, who 
asked for a survey of the availability and 
performance of abortions in the state. 
But most of the testimony centered 
on opposition to abortion itself. 
Speaking for the American Party, 
Myrna McCulloch of Bellevue suggested 
that the Legislature should urge 
Congress to limit the jurisdiction of the 
courts on such matters. 
Craig proposed that the Unicameral 
once again petition Congress for a con­ 


stitutional amendment overturning 
prior Supreme Court decisions on abor­ 
tion. 
Omaha attorney John Kellogg said 
the Nebraska law's requirement that 
women be advised of all the alternatives 
to abortion should be enforced. 
Many women are not aware of the 
medical or financial help which may be 
available or the fact that the child can 
be placed for adoption, he said. 
Sen. John DeCamp of Neligh said the 
1977 session of the Legislature should 
amend the current law to make it as 
restrictive &s possible. 
“ As restrictive a law as possible is 
better than no law at all,” Kellogg 
agreed. 
Mrs. Flynn said the issue still involves 
"the taking of sacred human life ... an 
atrocity against innocent babies, 
slaughter of the unborn because they 
are an inconvenience." 


Opinion Sa y s School Dis tric ts Mus t Pa y 


The Nebraska Justice Depart­ 
ment said Friday Class I school 
districts are responsible for 
paying special education 
program bills for 18-year-old 
resident handicapped children, 
unless they’re already served by 
the state. 


The smallest in the state, the 
rural Class I districts provide 
education 
only 
from 
kindergarten through sixth 
grade. 


Assistant Atty. Gen. Harold 
Mosher wrote the opinion, 
requested by Holt County Atty. 


Ronald D. Olberding of O’Neill. 
"Subject to certain conditions, 
the school district in which the 
parent or guardian of a han­ 
dicapped child resides has a 
statutory duty to provide or con­ 
tract for the child," the opinion 
found. 


"In appropriate cases, the 
State Department of Education 
may reimburse th school district 
for 90' o of the allowable excess 
costs of the program.” 


State law requires every 
school district to offer or con­ 
tract for special education 


programs for all resident 
children aged 5 to 21 who need 
them, the opinion said. 
The Education Department 
approved special education 
program budgets and won’t 
reimburse any costs exceeding 
them. On July 1, the department 
began reimbursing each district 
for 90% of allowable costs 
exceeding regular per-pupil 
spending for the prior year's 
special education programs. 
Thus, the opinion said the 
home school district is duty- 
bound to provide the programs 
unless a child isn't receiving ser­ 


vices from the State Public 
Institutions Department. 


Further, the Education 
Department also has a duty to 
make the reimbursements to 
school districts, the opinion said, 
provided the Legislature ap­ 
propriated adequate funds. 


The opinion said if the parent 
or guardian lives in a Class I dis­ 
trict that’s part of the Lincoln- 
only Class IV district, the two 
school boards involved must 
coordinate their legal duties to 
have one submit proper data to 
the state.

State officials Friday questioned the nation's 
continuing attention to deaths from the recent 
Colorado flood and Pennsylvania virus mystery 
when a bigger catastrophe is occurring in 
Nebraska. 
Compared to those two natural tragedies that 
make news, state highway accidents have killed 
almost twice as many people since January, said 
Jim Pearson, Motor Vehicles Department direc- 
tor. 
"We think it's quite a problem, 
Pearson 
said at a Governor’s Highway Safety Advisory 
Committee session to draw attention to the need 
for "driver responsibility.” 
Pearson said 14 people were killed on 
Nebraska highways to date in August. "That's one 
every 10 hours,” Pearson said. It compares to 
three deaths during the same period last year. 
In 1976, “The alarming facts are that we have 
lost 205 people" in motor vehicle fatalities. Of 136 
accidents in which deaths occurred, 45 involved 
alcohol. The number of railroad crossing- 
connected deaths, 12, is the same as last year at 
this time. 
"We re just getting into Nebraska's peak acci­ 


dent period,” Pearson said. “ Last year, almost 
one-half of the total year's fatalities happened 
over a four-month penod from July through Oc­ 
tober. We are now... right in the middle of those 
killer months.” 
Statistics indicate that 80% of current ac­ 
cidents in the state happen to Nebraskans, Pear­ 
son said. “ Unfortunately, even with the 55 mph 
speed limit” and built-in auto safety devices, 
• speed is still our No. 1 killer.” 
And last year 97% of all fatalities weren't 
wearing seat belts, estimated to cut deaths by a 
third if used. 
According to the Nebraska Highway Safety 
Program, which Pearson also directs, the state 
traffic toll in 1975 listed 38,975 accidents. Of that 
total, 322 involved deaths, 14,054 injuries and 24,- 
599 property damage. 


The early August 1976 death toll of 205 com­ 
pares to 199 for the same period a year ago. 
Asked about the recent rash of motorcycle 
accident deaths, Pearson said safety legislation is 
up to state senators and their constituents. He 
said a special task force has been set up.

democratic practices," said Glaze. "To 
fight this, we need to go to court which 
will cost money that we don't have." 


"After three months of intensive 


work, we feel that we've come to the 
end of our rope," said Brown. 


Glaze said he and Brown "exhausted 


ourselves both physically and finan- 
cially" in the effort. 


Glaze also said he has written an 


apology to Hall County Atty. Sam Grim- 
minger. 


Earlier in the week. Glaze had asked 


Grimmmger to investigate the actions 
of Grand Island City Clerk Richard 
Retallick. 


Glaze claimed Retallick was not per- 


forming his sworn duty when he did not 
place a petitioned ordinance on the 
November ballot. 


The committee collected signatures 


for the petition asking the city council 


to pass an ordinance prohibiting the city 
from participating in a construction 
project outside the limits of its jurisdic- 
tion. If the council did not act, the 
petitions asked that the proposed or- 
dinance be placed on the November 
ballot.

The Beatles are alive and well, and living in the 


hearts of their fans. 


That is the feeling one gets from talking to Lee 


Aronsohn, owner of Trade-A-Tape & Records and the 
Comicenter at 1127 P. Aronsohn should know, because 
part of his living comes from supplying Beatle 
memorabilia to those fans. 


Because of a recent ad campaign by Capitol 


Records Co., music from the Beatles, the four-man 
British rock group that changed the face of rock and roll 
music in the '60s, is once again filling the airwaves. 


But it's not new music. The Beatles disbanded in 


1971 and have not played as a group since. Today's Top 
40 radio stations are playing the same Beatle tunes they 
played more than 10 years ago. 


Capitol's new record, a collection of Beatle hits, is 


selling well across the country, according to Variety 
magazine. So are three other old Beatle albums. 


Aronsohn attributes the resurging popularity to the 


quality of the group's music and to a certain nostalgia. 


"it's better than new music," he said. "For many 


people, the '60s were good times." 


People have been expecting a new group to come 


along to change music the way the Beatles did, Aron- 
sohn said, but it hasn't happened. So a lot of old fans 
cling to the Beatles. 


And the ones that really cling hard can mean money 


to Aronsohn. 


"I can sell anything that has to do with the 


Beatles," he said. "I've got customers who don't care if 
it's old or new, anything." 


He sells old albums and 45's with their paper 


jackets; fan magazines about the group - and copies of 
Time or Life that have stories or interviews with the 
musicians; inflatable dolls and bubble gum cards that 
tame out in the mid-60s; and anything else that is by, or 
about, the Beatles. 


"My problem is one of supply," Aronsohn said. "I 


can't meet the demand. There's plenty of stuff lying 
around; the problem is finding it before it gets thrown 
out or burned. 


The demand is not based on the recent ad promo- 


tion, Aronsohn said. Collectors have been around for 
years. But a new wave of collectors may be spawned by 
the recent resurgence. 


Local radio stations reported an increase in 


requests for Beatles songs and a corresponding rise in 
the number of those songs played on the air. Fred 
James, KLMS Radio program director, said his station 
averages about one request an hour for the old tunes, 
and the station usually plays about two Beatle records in 
three hours. 


Joe Blood. KFMQ radio director, said his station is 


playing more Beatles tunes lately than usual, about one 
cve'ry other hour. "The songs hold up as well as 
anything released recently," he said. 


Representatives of local record stores described 


sales of the new album as fair to good. Sales of the older 
records have always been good, some added. 


Aronsohn has found some real bargains in 


Beatlemania. He once bought a copy of an old Beatle 
record in poor condition for 50 cents. However, that par- 
ticular album, "Yesterday and Today," originally had a 
controversial cover showing a decapitated doll. When 
the record was released in America, the first copies had 
another cover pasted over the banned picture. One day 
Aronsohn noticed the cover on the album he bought was 
a little different than others. He steamed off the top 
cover and sold the album for $75. 


But there aren't many bargains like that anymore, 


he said. He frequents auctions and garage sales, but peo- 
ple are more aware of the worth of old items. 


"There was a time when I could have picked things 


up for 75 cents a piece that now I'll have to pay $50 for," 
lie said. 


Of course, there are fans and then there are 


fanatics, Aronsohn said. He once had an employe who 
worked at the store for three months. The worker never 
took cash for his wages; he just took Beatle items as 
pay. 


And if anyone thinks Aronsohn has a low regard for 


Beatle freaks who pay him big money in their quest to 
till their collections, nothing could be further from the 
truth. 


"I don't think of these people as suckers. I mean, 


who am I to judge? I myself have paid $200 for a comic 
book." 


Food Survey //ems Rise 
16.3% Over Three Years

Three years ago, when the Lincoln Star 


started its monthly grocery price check, con- 
sumers were paying an average of $12.12 for the 
17 sun-eyed food items. 


But inflation has taken its toll. Today, the 


same 17 items are costing approximately $14.10, 
an increase of $1.98 or 16.3'c. 


Two years ago. the tally for the same food 


items at three chain stores and one locally owned 
store in Lincoln was $12.53. $1.57 or 12.5% less 
than this month's food total. 


Few of the food items have decreased in 


price during the past three years. In fact, most of 
the items have increased substantially. 


Starting with the good news, ground beef has 


declined 20 cents and round steak costs 28 cents 
less today than it did three years ago. 


Other items showing only nominal increases 


during the same period were chicken which rose 
only one cent pr< pound, eggs which increased 
two cents w dozen and canned green beans 
which nave jumped only four cents. 


But the remaining 12 survey items are among 


the culprits that have continued to push food 
prices up. They include: pork and beans up 15 
cents; bacon higher by 48'cents; pork chops rising 
by 13 cents per pound; milk increasing by 28 cents 
per half gallon; tuna jumping by 20 cents; frozen 


- peas up by 21 cents; spaghetti rising by 18 cents; 


Hour climbing 22 cents; peaches increasing by 11 
cents; peanut butter 21 cents higher; ketchup up 
19 cents; and bread costing 10 cents more per 
loaf.However, during the past month the survey 
total has declined four cents or nearly .3% from 
Julys$14.14 toal. 
This months $1410 also is seven cents or .5% 


less than $1417 total of six month's ago, and 18 
rents or nearly 137 less than the $14.28 tally of 
one year ago 
Among the items contributing to the overall 


decline are frozen peas, which dropped two cents 
to 59 cents for a Kkwnce package; ground beef 


which declined six cents from 82 cents last month 
to 76 cents this month; round steak which 
decreased 14 cents to $1.43 per pound; and pork 
chops which fell four cents to $1.90 per pound. 


The decline in the price of beef products is 


due primarily to larger than expected beef 
supplies, according to a recent American National 
Cattlemen's Association lAN'CA) news release. 


"There has been talk recently about the infla- 


tion rate picking up." said Wray Finney, ANCA 
president, "but beef is one food product that is 
much lower than a year ago. 


• Because of increased costs and lower prices, 


cattlemen again are losing large sums of money, 
so there eventually will be reductions in supplies 
and higher prices," he added. 


Locally, round steak has declined 36 cents per 


pound from $1.79 and ground beef has dropped 14 
cents from 90 cents per pound since August 1975. 


Items sporting nominal increases this month 


were flour which increased one cent to 98 cents 
for a five-pound bag, peaches which rose one cent 
to 47 cents for a 16-ounce can, and ketchup which 
costs two cents more - 52 cents for a 14-ounce 
bottle. 


Eggs and tuna each climbed six cents in price 


this month. Consumers are now paying 80 cents 
for every Grade A Large dozen of eggs and 70 
cents for each six-and-one-half-ounce can of tuna. 


Also on the list of higher priced food products 


was bacon which rose to $2.04 per pound, now 
five cents more than last month. However, one 
year ago shoppers were paying approximately 
$2.19 per pound for bacon. 


Items maintaining stable prices during the 


last month were chicken at 63 cents per pound, 
milk at 88 cents per half gallon, spaghetti at 52 
rents for a 16-ounce package, green beans at 35 
cents for a 16-ounce can. pork and beans at 32 
rents for a 16-ounce can. peanut butter at 74 cents 
for a 12-ounce jar. and bread at 45 cents for a one- 
pound loaf.

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Beatlemania Returns

The Beatles are alive and well, and living in the 
hearts of their fans. 


That is the feeling one gets from talking to Lee 
Aronsohn, owner of Trade-A-Tape & Records and the 
Comicenter at 1127 P. Aronsohn should know, because 
part of his living comes from supplying Beatle 
memorabilia to those fans. 


Because of a recent ad campaign by Capitol 
Records Co., music from the Beatles, the four-man 
British rock group that changed the face of rock and roll 
music in the '60s, is once again filling the airwaves. 


But it’s not new music. The Beatles disbanded in 
1971 and have not played as a group since. Today’s Top 
40 radio stations are playing the same Beatle tunes they 
played more than 10 years ago. 


Capitol's new record, a collection of Beatle hits, is 
selling well across the country, according to Variety 
magazine. So are three other old Beatle albums. 


Aronsohn attributes the resurging popularity to the 
quality of the group’s music and to a certain nostalgia. 
“ It's better than new music,” he said. “ For many 
people, the ’60s were good times.” 


People have been expecting a new group to come 
along to change music the way the Beatles did. Aron­ 
sohn said, but it hasn't happened. So a lot of old fans 
ding to the Beatles. 
And the ones that really cling hard can mean money 
to Aronsohn. 


"I can sell anything that has to do with the 
Beatles," he said. “ I’ve got customers who don’t care if 
it’s old or new, anything.” 


He sells old albums and 45’s with their paper 
ja c ke ts; fan magazines about the group — and copies of 
Time or Life that have stories or interviews with the 
musicians; inflatable dolls and bubble gum cards that 
came out in the mid-60s; and anything else that is by, or 
about, the Beatles. 


“ My problem is one of supply," Aronsohn said. “ I 
can’t meet the demand. There’s plenty of stuff lying 
around; the problem is finding it before it gets thrown 
out or burned. 


The demand is not based on the recent ad promo­ 
tion, Aronsohn said. Collectors have been around for 
years. But a new wave of collectors may be spawned by 
the recent resurgence. 


Local radio stations reported an increase in 
requests for Beatles songs and a corresponding rise in 
the number of those songs played on the air. Fred 


James, KLMS Radio program director, said his station 
averages about one request an hour for the old tunes, 


and the station usually plays about two Beatle records in 
three hours. 


Joe Blood. KFMQ radio director, said his station is 
playing more Beatles tunes lately than usual, about one 
every other hour. “The songs hold up as well as 
anything released recently," he said. 
Representatives of local record stores described 


sales of the new album as fair to good. Sales of the older 
records have always been good, some added. 
Aronsohn has found some real bargains in 
Beatlemania. He once bought a copy of an old Beatle 
record in poor condition for 50 cents. However, that par­ 
ticular album, “Yesterday and Today,” originally had a 
controversial cover showing a decapitated doll. When 
the record was released in America, the first copies had 


another cover pasted over the banned picture. One day 
Aronsohn noticed the cover on the album he bought was 
a little different than others. He steamed off the top 
cover and sold the album for $75. 


But there aren't many bargains like that anymore, 
he said. He frequents auctions and garage sales, but peo­ 
ple are more aware of the worth of old items. 


“There was a time when I could have picked things 
up for 75 cents a piece that now I’ll have to pay $50 for,” 
he said. 


Of course, there are fans and then there are 
fanatics, Aronsohn said. He once had an employe who 
worked at the store for three months. The worker never 
took cash for his wages; he just took Beatle items as 
pay. 


And if anyone thinks Aronsohn has a low regard for 
Beatle freaks who pay him big money in their quest to 
till their collections, nothing could be further from the 
truth 


“ I don’t think of these people as suckers. I mean, 
who am I to judge? I myself have paid $200 for a comic 
book." 


Food Survey Items Rise 


16.3% Over Three Years

Three years ago, when the Lincoln Star 
started its monthly grocery price check, con­ 
sumers were paying an average of $12.12 for the 
17 suneyed food items. 
But inflation has taken its toll. Today, the 
same 17 items are costing approximately $14.10, 
an increase of $1 98 or 16.3%. 
Two years ago. the tally for the same food 
items at three chain stores and one locally owned 
store in Lincoln was $12.53. $1.57 or 12.5% less 
than this month's food total. 


Few of the food items have decreased in 
price during the past three years. In fact, most of 
the items have increased substantially. 
Starting with the good news, ground beef has 
declined 20 cents and round steak costs 28 cents 
less today than it did three years ago. 
Other items showing only nominal increases 
during the same period were chicken which rose 
only one cent per pound, eggs which increased 
two cents per dozen and canned green beans 
which have jumped only four cents. 


But the remaining 12 survey items are among 
the culprits that have continued to push food 
prices up. They include: pork and beans up 15 
cents; bacon higher by 49 cents, pork chops rising 
by 13 cents per pound; milk increasing by 28 cents 
per half gallon; tuna jumping by 20 cents; frozen 
* peas up by 21 cents; spaghetti rising by 19 cents; 
flour climbing 22 cents; peaches increasing by 11 
cents; peanut butter 21 cents higher; ketchup up 
19 cents; and bread costing 10 cents more per 
loaf 
However, during the past month the survey 
total has declined four cents or nearly .3% from 
July's $14.14 toal. 
This month’s $14.10 also is seven cents or 
.5 A 
less than $14.17 total of six month's ago, and 18 
cents or nearly 1.3% less than the $14.28 tally of 
one year ago 
Among the items contributing to the overall 
dechne are frozen peas, which dropped two cents 
to 59 cents for a 10-ounce package; ground beef 


which declined six cents from 82 cents last month 
to 76 cents this month; round steak which 
decreased 14 cents to $1.43 per pound; and pork 
chops which fell four cents to $1 90 per pound. 
The decline in the price of beef products is 
due primarily to larger than expected beef 


su p p lie s, according to a recent American National 
Cattlemen's Association (ANCA) news release. 
"There has been talk recently about the infla­ 
tion rate picking up," said Wray Finney, ANCA 
president, “ but beef is one food product that is 
much lower than a year ago. 
• Because of increased costs and lower prices, 
cattlemen again are losing large sums of money, 
so there eventually will be reductions in supplies 
and higher prices,” he added. 
Locally, round steak has declined 36 cents per 
pound from $1.79 and ground beef has dropped 14 
cents from 90 cents per pound since August 1975. 
Items sporting nominal increases this month 
were flour which increased one cent to 98 cents 
for a five-pound bag, peaches which rose one cent 
to 47 cents for a 16-ounce can, and ketchup which 
costs two cents more — 52 cents for a 14-ounce 
bottle. 
Eggs and tuna each climbed six cents in price 
this month. Consumers are now paying 80 cents 
for every Grade A Large dozen of eggs and 70 
cents for each six-and-one-half-ounce can of tuna. 
Also on the list of higher priced food products 
was bacon which rose to $2.04 per pound, now 
five cents more than last month. However, one 
year ago shoppers were paying approximately 
$2.19 per pound for bacon. 
Items maintaining stable prices during the 
last month were chicken at 63 cents per pound, 
milk at 88 cents per half gallon, spaghetti at 52 
cents for a 16-ounce package, green beans at 35 
cents for a 16-ounce can, pork and beans at 32 
cents for a 16-ounce can, peanut butter at 74 cents 
for a 12-ounce jar, and bread at 45 cents for a one- 
v pound loaf. 
Although not included in the survey total, 
the price of beet sugar stayed at $1.10 for a five 
pound bag during the past month and cane sugar 
held at $1.21.

research and writing required in 
my pursuit of M.A. and Ph.D. 
degrees in American history. 
There were not many mature 
students at the University of 
Oregon when I began my 
graduate work, and I started 
then to think of ways'to lure 
older people into the colleges so 
they could enjoy learning new 
things and experience the inter- 
generational friendships which 
any return to school invites, and 
from which I was deriving so 
much enjoyment.

One lesson I learned quickly 
was that all persons who lose a 
spouse are kindred spirits to one 
another, irrespective of age. I 
became an active participant in a 
widow seminar in the school of 
continuing education at our local 
university, and I observed that 
the older woman in the group 
did not completely accept me 
until they learned that I, too, had 
been a widow. 
At about that same time I 
drew up a course for orientation 
of mature students to university 
life. In both of these activities I 
learned a lot about the pitfalls 
older persons must avpid when 
they stretch themselves to 
enlarge their lives. Out of those 
lessons I developed my curiosity 
about the wider needs of mature 


adults and society’s attitude 
toward older people and their 
needs. 
My history orientation has also 
had a lot to do with my lively in­ 
terest in older people. As I often 
mention, they are the repository 
of the wisdom and experience by 
which my generation was raised, 
and they offer today’s young not 
only wisdom and experience but 
a rare insight into some of the in­ 
credible myriad ways in which 
life in the United States, indeed 
in the whole world, had changed 
from the turn of the century un­ 
til now. 
During the past year and a half 
I have taken a graduate course in 
gerontology, participated in 
seminars, conferences, and 
workshops on aging, and 
attended meetings and social 
gatherings of senior citizen 
groups. 
I enjoy the time I spend 
keeping up to date on the latest 
literature in this rapidly expan­ 
ding field, where there are very 
few experts, just a lot of in­ 
terested people doing what they 
can to help make life easier and 
better for the disadvantaged 
elderly. 
I love people. I enjoy research 
and expanding my knowledge. I 
have taught, and I see something 
of a teacher’s role in writing this 
column. 
For me “Life Begins at Forty" 
has given a focus for my skills 
and interests which makes the 
research and writing I do 
exciting and fulfilling.

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North's Ship Comes In, 93-72

If you wonder when the 


South's all-star basketball ship 
began to sink Friday night at 
Pershing Auditorium, here's a 
hint — sometime during the 
fourth quarter. 


South coach Rod Felix of 


Seward was getting desperate 
and tried to run with four big 
men in the lineup. 


It didn't work and neither did 


much else as the North com- 
pleted a two-game sweep of the 
South in the Nebraska Coaches 
Assn. series with a 93-72 
triumph 


"When they came out with 


those four big boys, Denny 
Bargen and I just looked at each 
other and sort of smiled," North 
coach Ken Trubey of Ord con- 
fided 
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"They had too much height 


and we knew we could get the 
ball down on 'em," Trubey said. 


Felix's desperation bid in- 


cluded 6-7 Mark McVicker, M 
Jeff Nannan, M Jeff SchoU and 
6-5 K»n Adkjsson in the lineup at 
the same time with guard Don 
Trotter. 


"We couldn't break," Felix 


said, "but we were sliding 
behind and willing to try 
anything. We wanted to pop the 


ball inside, but didn't get the job 
done." 


The North seemed determined 


not to let the South get back into 
contention like it did in 
Thursday night's 88-83 decision 
at North Platte. 


"After letting them back in 


the game last night, we weren't 
about to let them do it tonight," 
Trubey said. "We've won the 
last two nights on team effort" 


It's been a familiar North 


story in recent years. Despite 
coming into most games with 
lesser known players, the North 
has managed to win six of the 
last seven all-star contests to 
assume a ft-3 edge in the pries. 


Trubey cited what he called 


the dominating inside force of 
Creighton Prep's Ted Parks and 
Lincoln High's Jon Parker. They 
combined for better than 50% 
field goal marksmanship and 36 
points. 


"McVicker (Basting's Mark) 


got his points (16) for the 
South," Trubey said, "but I 
think everyone knew he was 
going to get them. I couldn't be 
more pleased." 


The satisfaction of winning 


was tempered only by the 
tiredness of training camp and 
the strain of two games in two 
nights. 


"Fatigue showed on all of us 


tonight," Trubey said. "Two

So y ou 're an ordinary fan and watch 
wherev er the football goes after it leav es 
the q u arterback's hands. 
Well, there's nothing wrong with that, 
bu t y ou really shou ld try something 
different in Satu rday 's 18th annu al Shrine 
Bowl football game at Memorial Stadiu m. 
Focu s, for instance, on the line play for a 
cou ple series of downs. You might be 
pleasantly su rprised, watching what 
Nebraska coach Tom Osborne considers 
the state’s best crop of linemen in y ears — 
may be ev en the best ev er. 
Omaha Sou th's John Faiman, the Sou th 
head coach, realizes most of the headliners 
belong in the North line 
With su ch backs as Tim Wu rth, Tim 
MoCrady and Frank Tay lor behind that 
North line, no one has to tell Faiman how 
q u ickly dy namite can ex plode. 
“ We'v e ju st got to hope ou r team 
q u ickness on defense offsets their offensiv e 
line," he say s. “We know they hav e big. 
strong, q u ick athletes u p front. Bu t we like 
ou r defensiv e ends, linebackers and secon­ 
dary . too. We hav e a fine u nit." 
The heart of the Sou th defense are 
tackles. Dav e Slagle of Lincoln Sou theast 
and Tom Matthies of Ox ford and Lincoln 
East middle gu ard Tom Strasheim, who 
earns his coaches’ medal of honor for v alor 
and consistency throu ghou t the two-week 
training camp session at Doane College. 
If the North offensiv e line scares the 
Sou th, the Sou th passing game scares the 
North and its head coach. Bob Starr of 
North Platte. 
"Both their q u arterbacks are great 
play ers," he say s of the Sou th's Mike Man- 
cu so and Brad Hu mphrey . “I know they 
hav e people who catch the ball well, too. " 
Starr wishes the air game was all he had 
to worry abou t. “I hav en’t seen many I- 
backs better than that pair on the Sou th — 
Sam Yowell (Lincoln East) and Bob 
Billinger (Omaha Westside). They hav e the 
credentials. Both play ed in the state finals, 
didn't they ?" 


Starr echoed Faiman’s observ ation abou t 
the u ncertainty of preparation for a team 
loaded with q u estion marks. 
“It's ju st like an opening game for y ou r 
own school," he say s. “There’s only one 
chance Satu rday . You ju st hope for the 
sake of ev ery one that they play the best 
football they 're capable of play ing." 
On a hot Au gu st day , attitu de may be 
more important than phy sical talent, accor­ 
ding to both coaches. 
Faiman is hoping the Sou th maintains 
the emotional peak it’s had since the 
opening day of training camp. 
“We really hav e had two good weeks," 
he say s. “The team morale is high. The 
kids are ex ecu ting well. I know they ’ll giv e 
their best. The North will hav e to play aw­ 
fu lly well to beat u s." 
For the first time Wednesday , Starr felt a 


dip in his team's momentu m. 


“Basically ," he say s, “I think we’v e 
gotten a little tired. Up to Wednesday , I 
had nothing bu t acclaim for ou r morale and 
performance. We ju st went flat." 
If both teams' ru nning games go flat 
Satu rday , Faiman believ es his team will be 
in the driv er’s seat. 
, 
“If the defense forces the game into 
that," he say s, “we think we’ll be all right 
becau se we think we hav e more passing." 
Faiman doesn't want to be mis­ 
u nderstood, howev er. He’s confident of his 
sq u ad's ability throu gh the air. 
“Bu t they 'li hav e to stop Joe Adams and 
Sam Yowell. too," he say s. “I hav en't 
heard either of them say we re going to 
hav e to pass."

Ultimately , Jon Parker wou ld 
like to play Big Eight basketball. 
Ted Parks figu res ev entu ally 
Parker can play in the Big Eight, 
bu t ju st the same, he’d like to 
see his new friend at Sou th 
Dakota State. 
Parks, a gradu ate of Omaha 
Creighton Prep, and Parker 
from Lincoln High, cou pled a 
new friendship with each other 
and the rest of the 12-man North 
all-star roster to sweep the two 
game series in the Nebraska 
Coaches Assn. all-star basketball 
game with a 9 -372 triu mph 
Friday night at Lincoln's 
Pershing Au ditoriu m. 
With play ers limited to ju st 
three q u arters of competition, 
Parks' 22 points and Parker’s 14 
along with 15 from Colu mbu s’ 
Todd Trofholz denied the Sou th 
a chance for rev enge after su f­ 
fering an 88-83 setback in North 
Platte on Thu rsday . 


B u t th e story was th e 
friendship among all the North 
team members, and especially 
that of 6 -5 Parks and 6 -7 Parker 
whose basketball backgrou nds 
differed so mu ch. 
Parks was a three y ear starter 
for Prep and led his high school 
team to the state Class A title 
this season. 
Parker, howev er, ju st com­ 
pleted his 11th organized basket­ 
ball game in Pershing after 
becom ing eligible at the 
semester break for Lincoln High. 
“After Jon play s two y ears of 
ju nior college ball," Parks said. 
“He's going to be one of the best 
play ers to ev er come ou t of the 
state of Nebraska. 
“He's got all the q u alities y ou 
look for in a play er," Parks 
added. "Bu t he ju st hasn't had 
the time to dev elop them all.” 
“ He’s got big hands, he’s 
phy sical and he has a lot of 
natu ral ability ;" Parks said. 
“Bu t most important, he's got 


heart." 
If there was any thing Parker 
v alu ed more than the two all star 
wins earned by his North team, 
it was thd’friendship with Parks. 
“There's ju st something abou t 
that gu y ," Parker said. “He 
motiv ates y ou and he's fu n to be 
arou nd, i'd nev er met him 
before we got together for this, 
bu t now we re close friends, 
we re tight." 
Althou gh Parker had nev er 
met Parks, it's ironic that Parks 
was play ing in the first high 
school basketball game Jon ev er 
saw, the state championship 
game two y ears ago between 
Prep and Omaha Central. 
Now, Parker has his ey es 
focu sed on the fu tu re. 
“I know I'm not near as good 
as I can be right now,” Parker 
said. “ After some time at 
Sou theast Commu nity College in 
Fairbu rv I hope I can fit into 
some Big Eight ball. 
"There's been alot of good 


basketball play ers come ou t of 
the Big Eight." Parker said 
nam ing gu y s like Wilt 
Chamberlain and Jo Jo White. 
“I ju st need to keep my stu dies 
u p and improv e my game." 
Being of Sev enth Day Adv en­ 
tist religion, Parker didn't make 
the decision to play basketball 
u ntil his senior season, bu t he 
has no regrets. 


“Play ing basketball has added 
a feeling of confidence for em," 
Parker said 
"I'v e met new 
friends, trav eled places and 
play ed against good basketball 
play ers. I'v e learned alot in ju st 
11 games. 
“ I'v e also fou nd ou t that 
scoring isn't that important," he 
added. "If I can score a lot of 
points and we wan, that's great. 
Bu t if I score 50 points and we 
lose. I lose too. That's not so 
good. I want to be a team man. " 
Like Parks said, Jon Parker 
has a lot of heart.

Omaha — Don Von Hemel has 
alway s been noted as a shrewd 
horseman. Bu t perhaps his 
smartest mov e this season was 
to claim Ev er Amazing from 
Larry Larson in late May . 
E v er since th e n, E v er 
Amazing has blossomed into one 
of the standou ts at the Ak-Sar- 
Ben races. His best race, u n­ 
dou btedly occu rred two weeks 
ago in the 6 56 .400 Ex ecu tiv e 
Handicap when he ran second, 
ju st two lengths behind the 
Shinrone Farms’ Methdiox y a. 
Nev ertheless, Ev er Amazing 
will probably not be one of the 
crowd's choices in Satu rday 's 
6 50,000-added Bicentennial Han­ 
dicap ov er a mile and Mith at Ak- 
Sar-Ben. The race highlights the 
closing day of the Nebraska 
State Fairgrou nds’ meeting at 
Ak-Sar-Ben and is the last day of 
racing in Omaha this season. 
The probable fav orites will be 


Methdiox y a, the Breezy Hill 
Farms' Sharp Gary and Jim 
Manning's Dragset. 
Ev er Amazing has been a con­ 
sistent ru nner. He has three v ic­ 
tories, two seconds and one third 
in 13 ou tings for earnings of $30,- 
431. In his last fou r races, he has 
two wins, one second and one 
third. 
Methdiox y a, meanwhile, dis­ 


play ed a powerfu l stretch ru n in 
winning the Ex ecu tiv e Board 
Handicap. Lightly -regarded by 
the crowd as a 13.6 0-1 choice, he 
continu ed his fine efforts at Ak- 
Sar-Ben. 
The 4-y ear-old colt has three 
v ictories, two seconds and fou r 
thirds in, 15 ou tings this season 
for earnings of 6 78,709 . 
Ev er Amazing, with 114 
pou nds from racing secretary 
and h and ic a pper R obert 
Pollock, will be ridden by the 
track’s leading rider, John Liv e­ 
ly . Methdiox y a, co-second 
topweighted at 117 pou nds, will 


be steered by Terry Barnes. 
The race's top-weighted horse 


will be Sharp Gary , who ran a 
disappointing fifth - more than 
fiv e lengths behind Methdiox y a. 
His connections, howev er, 
blamed fou r consecu tiv e Satu r­ 
day races here as a contribu ting 
factor. 
Sharp Gary , with Gerland 
G allitano riding with 118 
pou nds, won the 6 35,000-added 
Nebraska Racing Hall of Fame 
Handicap on Ju ly 17 and an 
allowance race after finishing se­ 
cond in the 6 111,000 Cornhu sker 
Handicap on Ju ly 3. 
A y ear ago, he was second by a 
neck to Stonewalk in the 
Cornhu sker and had the ex act 
finish two y ears ago in the 
6 100,000-added Omaha Gold Cu p 
Stakes to Destroy er. Try ing to 
snap his “being close” repu ta­ 
tion will be one of Sharp Gary ’s 
goals in the Bicentennial Han­ 
dicap. 
Dragset, a su rprise winner of 


the Cornhu sker Handicap here 
fou r weeks ago when he 
retu rned 6 47.40 to win, was u n­ 
able to show his u su al stretch 
rally in the Ex ecu tiv e Board 
Handicap when he finished 
six th. 
- He will carry 117 pou nds, in­ 
clu ding Jimmy Nichols, who has 
ridden him on past occasions.

It took a 6 0-mile cab ride to finish the 
trip, bu t basketball’s man with the Midas 
tou ch was in Lincoln Friday . 
Dean Smith of North Carolina, who u sed 
his coaching magic to lead the U.S. cage 
sq u ad to Oly mpic gold in Montreal, spoke 
Friday to a gathering of prep coaches in 
Lincoln for the annu al Nebraska Coaches 
Assn. su mmer clinic. 
Du ring his opening remarks at Pershing 
Au ditoriu m, Smith acknowledged that he 
had a bit of trou ble reaching his destina­ 
tion. 
He arriv ed m Omaha on a 5:30 a.m. flight 
and soon discov ered that car rental agen­ 
cies ju st don't open that early . 
“Hav e y ou ev er tried to conv ince a cab 
driv er to take y ou from Omaha to Lincoln 
at 5:30 in the morning?" Smith asked the 
coaches, who welcomed him with a stan­ 
ding ov ation. 
Lu ckily , he continu ed, a cabbie decided 
to giv e him a ride. 
The reason Smith cau ght su ch an early 
flight helps to ex plain his ability to mold 12 
college all-stars into the cohesiv e u nit that 
captu red basketball's gold medal at the 
Montreal Oly mpics. 
Smith spent Thu rsday in Rocky Mou nt, 
NO’., helping celebrate Phil Ford Day . 
Ford, a brilliant gu ard who play s for 
Smith at the Univ ersity of North Carolina, 
was the sparkplu g of the U.S. Oly mpic 
team. 
“I was inv ited to v isit another Ford 
(President Gerald) in Washington, D.C., 
y esterday ,” Smith said, “bu t I wou ldn’t 
hav e missed Phil Ford’s day for any thing. 
So I sent my assistant coach to Washington 
and I went to Rocky Mou nt. My first 
obligation is to my play ers." 


It was with the same dedication to his 
sq u ad, that Smith reflected on the United 
States’ u ndefeated sweep to v ictory in the 
XXI Oly mpiad. 


“I was so happy and thrilled to stand

there and watch those y ou ng men who had 
worked so hard get their gold medals," 
Smith said. “It was great to see the 12th 
man on the sq u ad get his medal ju st like 
the first." 
Ironically , coaches do not receiv e Oly m­ 
pic medals. That doesn’t bother Smith. 
“I wou ld hav e liked to hav e seen my 
assistants receiv e medals,” he said. “Bu t 
why shou ld I receiv e one? The coach of the 
track team doesn't get one and he had 
sev eral champions. May be they will change 
that procedu re in the fu tu re for Oly mpic 
team sports." 


Fu tu re Oly mpic games are v ery mu ch on 
Smith's mind. He said he is going to make 
two su ggestions to the U.S. Oly mpic Com­ 
mittee concerning the selection of play ers. 


“The coach shou ld be the one to select 
the team," said Smith, who receiv ed a 
great deal of flak becau se fou r members of 
his North Carolina team made the sq u ad., 


“I receiv ed from 200 to 300 letters abou t 
the selections, and I didn't hav e that mu ch 
v oice in it. I don't mind the criticism if I 
pick the team." 


His second su ggestion wou ld be "to pick 
the coach of the NCAA champion as the 
Oly mpic coach and let his top fiv e play ers 
make the team." 
Smith dou bts the proposal will be 
accepted becau se the armed forces, NAIA, 
ju nior college and AAU teams want a part 
in the selection process. 


Smith, a nativ e of Emporia, Kan , and a 
KU gradu ate, said he wou ld hav e liked a 
shot at the Sov iet team in the Oly mpic 
finals. 
"Deep down I wanted to play them." 
Smith said of the Ru ssians, who were 
awarded the 1972 gold medal after a con­ 
trov ersial game with the United States. 
"And I was worried that ou r play ers might 
be a little down when Ru ssia lost. Bu t they 
didn't let it get them down." 
The United States rolled ov er 
Yu goslav ia, 9 5-74, in the title game, leading 
Smith to comment: “I was impressed with 
the ease we won. Ex cept for the Pu erto 
Rico game (a two-point win), a game we 
were not ready for, we didn’t hav e mu ch 
trou ble. 
"I'm su rprised becau se people in the 
United States don't realize how good inter­ 
national basketball is getting. Ru ssia has a 
gu ard who cou ld be great in the pros." 
Acknowledging that he deriv ed a great 
deal of plesu re from winning the title when 
“ knowledgeable basketball people in 
American said we didn’t hav e the team to 
win.' Smith said he isn't basking in the 
glory of the v ictory . 
"I'm already planning and thinking 
abou t nex t y ear at North Carolina," he 
said.

favor of the Soviets. But the U.S. 
men led 5946 and only the 5^20 
margin compiled by the Russian 
women made up for the deficit. 


Riddick, who failed to qualify 


for the 100-meter finals in Mon- 
treal, defeated Borzov in a time 
of 10.15 seconds - a half step 
ahead of the Russian, who had 
never been beaten in three 
previous appearances in this 
dual meet. The Philadelphia!! 
then anchored the winning U.S. 
400-meter relay team, outrun- 
ning Borzov to finish off a.meet 
record time of 38.56 seconds. 


Another American recouping 


prestige from the Olympics was 
pole vaulter Dave Roberts, who 
won the event but failed in a 
shot to break his own world 
record of 18 feet, 8U inches. 


With the bar set at 18 feet, 


nine inches and darkness falling 
fast, Roberts, who finished in 
the rain at Montreal, missed 
clearing the record height on 
three tries.

Even after foreclosure begins, 


manv lenders will reinstate the 
mortgage if it appears that you'll 
be able to resume payments. 
They probably won't do it, 
however, if you've been in 
foreclosure once or twice before 
Eighteen states have formal 
procedures for redeeming a 
house after default But since it 
generally involves paying off the 
mortgage in full, they're rarely 
used 


When a house is foreclosed it's 


sold at auction — and usually, 
the lender is the only bidder He 
bids the amount of the mortgage 
plus his foreclosure costs, if no 
one bids higher the house goes to 
him Since the house is generally 
worth more on the open market 
than the amount of its mortgage, 
\ou lose money by permitting a 
foreclosure sale to occur. 


If it ever appears that it's 


going to be impossible to hang 
on to your house, it's better to 
sell it yourself than let it go to 
foreclosure 
You'll get the 


market price, which covers the 
equity in the house as well as the 
amount of the mortgage. Then, 
even after you pay off the 
lender, you'll have a chunk of 
cash left over for yourself — 
whereas a foreclosure sale would 
wipe you out

You yourself can’t get the 
government to intervene any 
tablished new foreclosure time you're in trouble, HUD’s 
procedures for holders of FHA- Phil Forrest told my associate, 
insured mortgages. Under cer­ 
tain circumstances, the Depart­ 
ment of Housing and Urban 
Development will take over 
threatened mortgages and 
restructure the payments, in 
order to keep people from losing 
their homes. 
HUD has always been allowed 
to pick up mortgages when the 
borrower seemed deserving. But 


Anne Colamosca. Only after the 
mortgage holder decides to 
foreclose and notifies HUD will 
you be considered for help. At 
that point, go to a HUD office 
and state your case. 
It may be that HUD will 
decide you don’t qualify 
(perhaps because the default 
was due to too many bills rather 
than illness or loss of work). If 
there were no formalized you think you’ve been turned 
procedures for doing so, and it down unfairly, notify HUD 
wasn't very common. Under the 
new rules, however, HUD 
expects the number of people it 
helps to increase considerably. 
In fact, there have been 3,000 
applications since tlie program 
began on May 17.

(1) — The mortgage company 
has definitely decided to 
foreclose. 
(2) At least three consecutive 
mortgage payments have not 
been met.

(4) The mortgage is on your 
principal home, not a summer 
home. 
(3) You don't own any other 
property with a government- 
insured mortgage. 
(6) You will be able to resume 
full payments within 36 months. 


within 15 days of getting its ver­ 
dict that you want to appeal. 
T here's no program similar to 
the FHAs for mortgages backed 
by the Veterans Administration. 
But the VA does bring private 
pressure on lenders not to 
foreclose too quickly. 
Anytime you can't pay your 
mortgage when due, and have a 
good excuse, be sure to explain 
the circumstances to the bank. If 
the problem turns out to last 
longer than anticipated, it helps 
to have established ri^t from 
the start that the delinquency 
was due to something like illness 
job loss, rather than the 
or 
familiar tardiness of a deadbeat. 
State foreclosure laws general­ 
ly favor the lender. Proceedings 
may begin as few as 60 or even 
30 days after default. In practice, 
however, many lenders don’t 
move as quickly as the law 
allows. They may give you five 


months or more to get yourself 
together, before cracking down. 
If you have a really good 
excuse you may get as long as a 
year, as long as you can keep on 
paying your property taxes and 
the interest on the debt. In some 
cases, lenders may want to 
spread the mortgage out over 
several nore years, in order to 
lower the monthly payments. 
(T his, of course, will cost you 
more interest.) 
Even after foreclosure begins, 
many lenders will reinstate the 
mortgage if it appears that you’ll 
be able to resume payments. 
They probably won’t do it, 
however, if you’ve been in 
foreclosure once or twice before. 
Eighteen states have formal 
procedures for redeeming a 
house after default. But since it 
generally involves paying off the 
mortage in full, they’re rarely 
used. 
When a house is foreclosed it’s 
sold at auction — and usually, 
the lender is the only bidder. He 
bids the amount of the mortgage 
plus his foreclosure costs; if no 
one bids higher the house goes to 
him. Since the house is generally 
worth more on the open market 
than the amount of its mortgage, 
you lose money by permitting a 
foreclosure sale to occur. 
If it ever appears that it’s 
going to be impossible to hang 
on to your house, it's better to 
sell it yourself than let it go to 
foreclosure. You’ll get the 
market price, which covers the 
equity in the house as well as the 
amount of the mortgage. Then, 
even after you pay off the 
lender, you'll have a chunk of 
cash left over for yourself — 
whereas a foreclosure sale would 
wipe you out.

The 
Jo hannesburg Star said a 
machine gun was seized fro m a 
po liceman after he was struck o n 
the head by a ro ck.

newsmen 
who 
witnessed po lice sho o ting at 
cro wds in So weto Friday said 
they saw at least o ne v ictim 
do wned by a bullet and o thers 
wo unded. 
“ Po lice to o k them away im­ 
mediately after the sho o ting and 


dro v e away ,” o ne newsman said. 
Only blacks are permitted into 
the to wnship and fo reign and * 
lo cal white repo rters hav e been 
barred entry . 


Students frequently were 
warned by po lice bullho rns that 
their demo nstratio ns were il­ 
legal under a ban o n all public 
meetings.

The preface said, “ The materials that 
fo llo w‘are intended to a straightfo rward ac­ 
co unt o f the first two y ears o f the Fo rd 
presidency .” 


Asked if Fo rd electio n o fficials wo uld use 
the red bo o klet to push his driv e fo r ano ther 
term in the White Ho use, Nessen to ld 
repo rters, "I kno w o f no plans by the Presi­ 
dent Fo rd Co mmittee to use this as a po litical 
do cument.”
